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A NOTE TO TEACHERS 


Tuis book has more pages than the usual First Reader, That 
does not mean that the teacher will find it difficult to finish 
during the year. There are two good reasons why it is longer. 
One is that there are more exercises than are usually to be found. 
The exercises can be taken orally or written. The teacher will not 
have to waste time writing exercises on the board. He will have 
all the more time to spend on reading or oral work. 

The second reason for the length is that the reading lessons 
have been carefully planned so that each new word is repeated at 
least four or five times in the lesson in which it is first introduced. 
The pupil is therefore able to learn the words properly and read 
with ease, and should be able to read the material and do the exer- 
cises in each lesson as well as the necessary preliminary oral drill 
in six or seven periods. 

Progress will naturally be slower in the first lessons while the 
pupil is still becoming familiar with the script. In the first lessons, 
therefore, there is less material. The best way, however, to help 
a pupil to learn the script quickly is to give him plenty of reading 
material in which the same structures and the same words come 
over and over again. The difficult reading material is that in 
which every sentence has new words and a different structure. In 
this book the pupil will find interesting material with simple 
structures and a great deal of helpful repetition. 

As suggested in the Guide Book to the Teaching of English in 
Schools: the syllabus order of the first thirty-six structures is not 
followed in the reading lessons, though it is strictly followed in 
the oral drills in the Teacher’s Notes. Structures 37-64 are 
introduced in the order given in the syllabus. After the first 
lessons one or two structures are illustrated in each lesson. The 
only departures from the syllabus are the introduction of Structure 
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A NOTE TO TEACHERS 


127 in Lesson 13, and make (from Structure 112), used in its 
simple meaning only, in Lesson 19. /These changes fit easily 
into the scheme of this book and should cause no difficulty. The 
word go is used in Lesson 20 as part of the formula ‘Опе, two, 
three, go !’ for starting a race and is not intended to be taken as 
an imperative. 

The T'eacher's Notes give the new words and structures intro- 
duced in each lesson,
